THIS SUMMER 


"\YV\v heou having queer \veatlier lately in most parts of the 
uited St.-itos1. Ami we may In- iu for a queer, unseasonal sum- 


mer. The Weather Bureau iu Washington reports that 1922 was 
the sixth year iu .succession with temperatures generally above 
normal east of the Uocky Mountains. Since nature in the long 
run keeps tho average yearly temperature finely balanced, the 
re.iction from the^e six abnormally warm years may be au 
abnormally cold year. 


Will it come in 192:5—a cold summer? 
A cold summer is due, J>ut probably not until about 1!)2G, in 


line with the climax of Hie "oo-yt-ar cycle.'' 


(•'o back two cycle;,' (110 years) from 11)26 and you have 181G, 


"the year without a summer. Snow fell and ice formed in July 
in many of the northern states, and seed corn in 1SKJ sold as 
high as $4 a bushel,'' Herbert J. Browne writes in Henry Ford's 
Dearborn Independent. 


Browne quotes from the diary of Charles I'eirce of Phila- 


relphi.i: "August. 1816—Cheerless and cold. Northeast rains. 
Ice onc-half-inch thick. Indian corn fro/en." 


While 1S16 was extraordinarily cold, it was merely one of 


the "summcrless years'' that come periodically. The Black Sc» 
and the Dardanelles have been frozen over within recorded 
history. And in the year 1:584 even the Adriatic froze. 


One thing that helped make 1816 very cold, Browne writes, 


was the,explosion of a huge volcano in the Dutch Kast Indies 
in 1815. Fine volcanic dust spread through the atmosphere all 
over the earth, excluding much sunlight the following year, 1316. 


There was, of course, no .-flich catastrophe in. 1f»22, and that 


will help keep the summer of ]!)23 normally warm. 


Another thing favorable to a warm summer this year is the 


fact that the Arctic Ocean, which lias a tremendous determining 
influence on our weather, has been exceptionally warm this 
winter. 
. • 


Freakish conditions in the northland are reported by the 


American consul at Bergen, Norway. He says the coldwater fish 
have flocked northward. Jcc capn in the arctic are retreating. 
Cn Greenland glacier* are melting and exposing ground that had 
been covered by ice always within the memory of the oldest in- 
hubiUiU.

The wientific evidence, coupled with precedent, indiCMten that 


the summer of 1923 probably will b* a warm one, and that the 
\r«ather will even it«elf up by sending us a cold summer about 
iag6 though pOMibl/ »«oo«r.
